Bur 
what a Tcacher is he that mult ſerve this people ? who muſt be the 
Prophet, or the Pricft, that muſt fir ſuch a proc ? Surely he muſt be 
ſuch a one as teaches for filthy lucre , and bears Rule by his meanes, 
that will devine for money, that will preach peace to them, while they 
put intotheir mouthes , ſuch as mindes Exrthly things , who ſerves not 
the Lord Feſus Chriſt , but their own bellies , that has ſuch truitcs in the 
ſtreets : But ſuch as ſecks for their gain from their quarter, and the 
price, never Icad pcople to the Lord, but lead them into the Earth, 
and to be like themſelves, and they live like beaſts and ſwine, as you 
may read, fJer.5.
